Mr. Hirst holds that the traditional 
weapons of England are the navy and 
finance, and not a large land force.

“In all wars of the past out of which 
Great Britain has emerged with a 
greater or less degree of success, we 
have always relied mainly on our na val 
and financial power. We have never 
attempted to raise a great continental 
army and have never adopted any form 
of compulsion for milita service 
abroad. In the Napoleonic wars it is 
quite true that the Duke of Wellington 
was in command of the British army 
in Spain and at Waterloo. But 1 don’t 
think he had on the average more than 
30,000 to 50,000 men in the peninsula, 
campaign, and at Waterloo only 26,000 
British troops were engaged. In this 
war parliament has already sanctioned 
an army of four millions, although the 
navy is on a much larger scale than in 
the past and is playing at least as much 
part as ae ever played in wars of the 
past. 

“Similarly in regard to finance. Dur- 
ing the Napoleonic wars we gave a 
number of small loans and subsidies to 
foreign powers. Thus we gave loans 
or subsidies’ to Prussia and many other 
small German states, to Russia, Austria, 
Spain, Portugal, Sweden, Sicily ‘and 
Denmark. Most of these loans were 
sent in cash, but ‘considerable: quanti- 
ties of arms, provisions, clothing and 
supplies were dispatched at various 
times to our allies. The total amount: 
of the subsidies given between 1793 and 
1814—and there is not a single year in 
which we did not subsidize one or more 
of our foreign allies—is, however, com- 
puted by Porter at only 46,000,000 
pounds sterling, although the total cost 
of the war to Great Britain—I speak 
from memory—was something like 800,-
